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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12 remain present in this application. 

The specification and claims 2, 5, 6, 8 and 12 have been amended. Reconsideration of the 
application, as amended, is respectfully requested 



Objection to the Claims 
Claims 5, 6 and 12 stand objected to for certain informalities. In view of the foregoing 
amendments, in which the Examiner's helpful suggestions have been followed, it is respectfully 
submitted that these objections have been addressed. Reconsideration and withdrawal of any 
objection to the claims are respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 USC / 

Claims 2, 6, 8 and 12 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

It is noted that claims 2, 6, 8 and 12 have been amended to recite that the operating state 
is categorized. Support for this amendment can be found on pages 3 and 4 of the originally filed 
specification. In view of the foregoing amendments, it is respectfully submitted that the claims 
would enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make and/or use the invention. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph rejection are respectfully requested. 



Rejection under 35 T/SC JO? 
Claims 1, 5, 7 and 11 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawata, U.S. Patent 6,076,171. This rejection is respectfully traversed.

Reply to Office Action of June 27, 2006 

The patent to Kawata teaches a different "busy ratio" from the present application. The 
Examiner's attention is drawn to Fig. 1, column 3, lines 1 1-16, and column 6, lines 30-36, which 
set forth that the busy ratio Tb/T j s the ratio of the actual time period in which the CPI is in a 
busy state to the reference time length. Independent claim of the present sets forth that the 
"sampling time span includes a plurality of sampling time units." Kuwata, however, does not 
divide the reference time into a plurality of smaller sampling time units. Independent claim 1 
also includes the step of "determining the operation state of the electronic device at each said 
sampling time unit." Kuwata, however, does not detennine the operation state of each time unit. 

Independent claims 5, 7 and 1 1 recite similar limitations to those discussed in connection 
with independent claim 1, and therefore the foregoing arguments can also be applied to these 
independent claims. 

In addition, it is noted that the first ratio of independent claims 1 and 7 of the present 
application is determined according to the number of sampling time units, and that claims 5 and 
11 use the number of sampling time units directly without calculating the first ratio. These 
features are also not found in Kuwata. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
prior art utilized by the Examiner fails to teach or suggest the method of independent claims 1, 5, 
7 and 11 of the present application, as well as their dependent claims. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the 35 USC 102(b) rejection are respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicants gratefully acknowledge that the Examiner considers claims 24, 6, 8-10 and 
12 to contain allowable subject matter. In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is 
respectfully submitted that all claims should be in condition for allowance.
